“Except for the cheapest grade of pencil, the mod 
ern article has to be properly finished with a varnished 
coating in orange, red, yellow, or blue. The dyes that 
made these colorings are now to be had in such small 
quantities that prices have soared and pencil makers 
often are unable to obtain what they want at any 
price. Within recent months the supply of these dyes 
has practically stopped and that which dealers had on 
hand when the war began long since has been ex 
hausted.

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“Shortage of Copying Pencils. 

“In the case of the indelible or ‘copying’ pencil, the 
dye shortage is particularly disastrous.

The denomination and the quar 
tity of coin is printed on the wrappers, and with the d 
ferent ored paper for each denomination clearly indi 
cates the contents of the package These Batdorf n 
chines are sold subject to a license restriction to the 
effect that the machines may be used only with the paper 


wrappers made and supplied by the Automatic Coinwrayj 


ping Machine Company of New York. This restrictio1 
is intended to prevent the use of paper which will not 
properly crimp in the machines 


rhe Automatic Coinwrapping Machine Company is en 
deavoring to standardize t] handling of coins 
as all other departments of banks have beer stand 
ardized. In line with this effort the company has adopted 
colors for error-proof operation, the different colors in 
dicating certain coins. This is a safeguard, since it is 
evident that a roll of pennies wrapped in white pape! 
can easily hide itself among rolls of nickels which are 
also wrapped in white paper, but pennies in rolls of red 
paper in a pile of blue-rolled nickels immediately chal 
lenge attention This illustrates how the adoption of 
different colors for different ins operates as a_ safe 


guard as well as a great time-saver and convenience
